U dated 5th March, 2004, hereby notifies the aforementioned 
migrant electors enrolled in any ofthe assembly segments of Mizoram Parliamentary Constituency and who are presently 
residing in various transit camps in the State of Tripura outside their place of ordinary residence, as the notified rlqss of 
p ersons for the purpose of their voting at the poll in the General Election to the House of % People, 2004 to be held from 
lire Mizoram Parliamentary Constituency in the State of Mizoram, by postal ballot and postal ballot alone, subject to 
fulfilment of the requirements specified in the rules made under the said Act.
